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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant's Rule 1.131 declaration to overcome the Kirk reference would require further consideration by the 
Examiner in order to determine if the declaration is sufficient to overcome the reference. In addition, Applicant argues that there was no 
motivation to combine the references. The Examiner notes that motivation to combine the references was cited directly from the 
references. Furthermore, Applicant argued that the references could not be combined. The Examiner notes that all three references are 
directed to remote patient monitoring systems and that all three references are implemented using client-server architecture. All three 
references provide reports to physicians and the Lee and Kirk references provide reports to physician computer systems. All threee 
references teach similar type systems and methods and one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to combine the 
teachings of the references for the motivation disclosed in the Final Rejection. Therefore, Applicant's arguments directed to the 
combination of the Fu, Lee and Kirk references are nonpersuasive and the amendment after final will not be entered. 
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
